account for this wonderful population in 
that remote corner of Afia. The climate 
and foil are various, as the different pro* 
vinces are nearer to, or remote from, the 
S ; fevere cold being felt at Pekin, while 
the fouthem provinces are expofed to ex- 
ceflive heat. In feveral of the provinces* 
the land yields two crops a-year; yet, 
though the hufbandman cultivates it with 
fuch care, as not to lofc the fmaileft portion 
of ground, China has been often dc- 
folated by famine. Its numerous moun¬ 
tains (which are chiefly in the N and 'W 
parts of the empire) contain mines of iron, 
tin, copper, quickfllver, gold, and filver s 
but thofe of gold and filver are not permit¬ 
ted to be opened ; the emperors having al¬ 
ways feared, that if the people fhould be 
expofed to thotemptation of thefe artificial 
riches, they would be induced to negled this 
more ufeful labours of agriculture.

There is tome doubt therefore, if any of 
the fineft Chinefe porcelain was ever feen 
in Europe. Befide the fruits peculiar to 
the country, China produces the greater 
part of thofe of Europe; but (excepting 
the grapes and pomegranates) they are 
much inferior. Oranges were firft brought 
us from China. They -have alfo lemons, 
citrons, the tfetfe, a kind of fig peculiar 
to China ; the li-tchi, of the fizc of a date, 
its Hone covered with a foft juicy pulp, of 
an exquifite tafle, but dangerous when eaten 
to cxcefs ; the long-yen, or dragonVcyes, 
its pulp, white, tart, and* juicy, not fo 
agreeable to the tafle, but more wholefome 
than the li-tchL The Chinefe furpafs us 
in the art of managing kitchcngardenu, 
and have a number of vegetables unknown 
to us. They cultivate even the bottom of 
their waters ; the beds of their lakes, 
ponds, and rivulets, producing crops un- 
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m a cover termed ny its root) is exceeding¬ 
ly wholefome, and of a very delicate tafte. 
The mountains and vaft forefts abound 
wild animals of every fpecies; but 



that valuable quadruped, the mufk-deer, 
Is peculiar to it. Of their birds, the 
moft beautiful in China, and, perhaps, 
in the world, is the kin-hi, or golden 
fowl. The complexion of the Chinefe 
is a fort of tawny, and they have large 
foreheads, fmaU eyes, fhort r.ofes, large 
cars, long beards, and black hair; and 
thofe are thought to be the moft handfome 
who are the moft bulky.

owing, that here, as well as in Upper 
Egypt, no rain is ever known. Though 
the character of the fur face (which, in 
general, is a light fand) and the want of 
rain, may feem to announce fterility, yet 
the fp rings arc lo abundant, that few of 
the regions in the N of Africa exhibit a 
richer vegetation. From wdls of eight 
or 10 feet deep, with fcveral of which 
every garden and field is fumilhed, the 
huibandman waters the natural or artifi¬ 
cial productions of ins land; among 
which are the date tree, the olive, lim<^ 
apricot, pomegranate, fig, Indian corn 
and barley, wheal, pompions or vabbafk, 
carrots, cucumbers, onions, and garlic. 
Among the tame animals are the Ihcep, 
cow, goat, camel, and alpecics of the do- 
meflic fowl of Europe. '1 lie wild ani- 
nu'M are the ollrich, and antelops of 
various kinds ; one of which is called the 
huaddee, aud is celebrated for the lingular 
addrefs with which, when chalcd by the 
hunters, amid its craggy heights, it plunge* 
from the precipice, and lighting on it* 
hams, without danger of purluity con?

der Mexico extremely remarkable. The 
great fquare in the centre of the city, and 
the public buildings, are magnificent. 
There are 49 cathedrals and churches, and

grand cathedral amounting to 80,cool, a 
year, of which the archbifliop has 15,000b 
There is alfo a tribunal of the inquifi- 
tion, a mint, and a univerfity. The 
goldfmiths here are immenfely rich, and 
it carries on a great trade to Europe by St. 
Juan de ULliua, and to Afia by Acapulco. 
This place was overflowed by an iuuiula-. 
lion, in 1629, in which 40,000 perlons 
were drowned. This obliged the Spani¬ 
ards to make a great conduit through a 
mountain, in order to empty the lake: 
which being done, part of the town became 
feated. on dry land. Mexico is fupplicd 
with frefh water by an aquedudl three 
miles long.

The church of St. Peter, In the 
opinion of many, furpafies, in fize and 
magnificence, the fmeft monuments of 
ancient architecture* It is incrufted with¬ 
out with marble; its length is 730 feet, 
the breadth 520, and the height, from the 
pavement, to the top of the crofs, which 
crowns the cupola, 450. A complete des¬ 
cription of this church, and of its ftatues, 
ba fib-relievos, columns, and various other 
ornaments, would fill volumes. Adjoining 
to St. Peter's is the Vatican, or winter pa¬ 
lace of the pope, with the richcft library of 
the choiceft books and manuferipts in the 
world* The Vatican con fills of feveral 
thoufand rooms and other parts, of which 
the moft admired are its grand ftatreafe, 
and a charming garden, called by way of 
eminence Belvidere, having the nneft col¬ 
lection of exotics in Europe. The Pan¬ 
theon is the moft perfect of thi Roman 
temples which now remain, and notwith- 
ftanding tlie depredations it has fuflained 
from Goths, Vandals, and popes, is ftilJ x 
beautiful monument of Roman tafte.

There are no 
windows ; the central opening in the dome 
admitting a fufficiency oflight. The rain 
which falls through this aperture, imme¬ 
diately drains through holes, which per¬ 
forate a large piece of porphyry, that forms 
the centre of the pavement. Being convert¬ 
ed into a chriftian temple, the Pantheon, 
originally ere<fled to the honour of all the 
gods, is now dedicated to the Virgin, anil 
to all the martyr* and faints. A* the Pan¬ 
theon is the moft entire, the Amphitheatre 
of Vefpafian is the moft ftupendous monu¬ 
ment of antiquity in .Rome, About one 
half of the external circuit Hill remains ; 
from which a pretty exadt idea may be 
formed of the original ftructure. By a 
computation of Mr. Byres, it could con¬ 
tain 8 5 ,ooo fpedlators. The Campidoglio 
is m elegant ftrudlure, railed on part of the 
ruins of the ancient CapitoL But the anti* 
quities of Rome arf too numerous to be 
minutely dcfcribed. We fhall, therefore, 
pafs over the ancient Forum, now a cow- 
market; the beautiful Column of Trajan, 
xao fat high, on the top of which is thf 
ftatiif of St. Peter, inftcad of that pf T«t* 
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jut, fcc. The church of St. John Lattfan, 
the Roman* fay,_is the moft ancient of all 
the churches of Rome, and the mother o 
all the churches in Chriftendom. To this 
church, evefy new pope confhmtly goes 
fjrft, in a magnificent proteffioa, to take 
pofleflion of the holy fee. In Rome, toe 
connoiffeur will meet with innumerable- 
paintings by the greateft matters, and with 
the fineft works of fculpture, Ac. The 
cattk of St. Angelo ferves more to keep 
the city in Awe, than to repel any foreign 
attack.

France, Italy, and Holland, fo a great part 
of the treafure brought home by the gal¬ 
leons is paid to the merchants of thofe na¬ 
tions, In the Iafl century, the revenues of 
Spain amounted to 32 or 33 millions of 
litres ; but afterwards they were fo reduc- 
ced, that they did not exceed (even or 
eight millions. At prefent* the revenues of 
the crown ariling in Spain are computed 
at five millions Serling per annum , befidcs 
what arifes from America. The filver 
mines there are inexbauflible ; and of the 
produce of thefe a fifth belongs to the 
king. The taxes .in Spain arc numerous 
and heavy. The land forces, in time of 
peace, are computed at about So,000; and 
an time of war, muit be much more numer¬ 
ous. Their navy at prefent cannot be as¬ 
certained. The language of this country,, 
efpecklly that fpoken in Cafiile, which is 
by far the pureft, approaches the ncareft to 
the Latin of any language in Euroj^, 
mimed with Arabic words and terrainatkm* 
introduced by the Moors. The Spaniards 
in general are tall, the& complexions 
fwarthy, their countenances expreffive. 
As to what regards the charadler of the 
Spaniards, they do not want either an incli¬ 
nation or capacity for the fciencet; but 
have hardly an opportunity of acquiring 
any true learning or knowledge, at leafl m 
their fohools and univerfitics. They me 
admired for their fecrecy, confiancy, gra¬ 
vity, patience in adverfity, and loyalty.
